Fourteen survivors of the Flor­ 
ence II., an American steamship 
destroyed in an internal explosion 
near a French port and in which 
accident Charles A. Tarr. of Se 
dalia, a member of 
the 
armed 
guard, lost his life, reached New 
York late yesterday. 
An Associated 
Press 
dispatch 
from that city gives their report 
of the disaster as follows: 
The American steamship Fie:* 
<*nce IT., carrying a cc*go of smoke­ 
less powder, which was destroyed 
bv an internal explosion April 17 
near a French port, v ith tee death 
or injury of all but thirty-two oi­ 
lier complement 
of 
seventy-nine 
men, went down in less than lo 
minutes, according to fourteen sur 
vivors of the vessel who arrived 
here yesterday. 
The explosion tO”e out almost 
the entire starboard side of 1 ne j 
hip, the 
survivors 
said, 
and 
flames from the burning powder in­ 
stantly enveloped the entire ves­ 
sel. 
Gapt. F. J. Butterfield and ai­ 
tis deck officers were lost, and 
only two of the engine-room of ti 
tors escaped uninjured.

Those who did escape death hadj 
to batter down the wrecked doors 
of their staterooms,
